ruptcy law. The first was passed in 
1800 and repealed in 1803. The sec- 
ond lasted from 184] to 1843, and the 
third had a longer tenure, from 3367 
to 1878 
The power to pass such a 


law was specially conferred on con- 
gress by the constitution, but legisla- 
tion of this kind lias been unpopular 
and the laws odious. 


The coming law will enable from

Dewey Is Reinforced. 


SOME DELAY WAS EXPECTED 


The Charleston and Troops Have 


Certainlv Arrived. 


COAL WILL BE QUITE PLENTIFUL. 


Washington, June 30.—That General 


Shafter will have besrun his attack 
on. Santiago with to the next few hours 
is the- general- opinion here. 


The important event of the day was 


the general's announcement that he 
could take the city in 48 hours, but at 
considerable loss. 


Taken in connection with the an- 


nouncement contained in another dis- 
patch that, he is going to attack with- 
out awaiting reinforcements, it will 
be seen that the officials have ground 
for their expectation that the first gen- 
eral engagement -of the war will be- 
gin in a very short time. . 


Numerically

are not very different; the estimate of 
the Spanish force being placed at 14,- 
000 men, thoroughly intrenched behind

For this reason it was with relief 


that the announcement was received

ships the siege guns planted on heights 
commanding the bay will be the,main 
reliance of General Shafter in offset- 
ting the presence of the Spanish iron- 
clads.

of German forces In Manilla, and 
the 


semi-official note 
above referred to 


merely confirms that statement and

The declaration In the note of the

said to be nothing more than a repeti- 
tion of the provisions of international 
law on the subject. 


However, Admiral Dewey doubtless
